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Claims 2-43 have been cancelled as instructed in preliminary amendments filed 
on 12/21/2001 and 5/24/2002. In response to the restriction requirement, Applicants 
elect with traverse Group I, claims 1 and 44-52 for examination. Non-elected claims 53- 
56 have been cancelled. Newly submitted claims 57-59 have been entered. The active 
claims are 1 , 44-52 and 57-59. 

Claims 1, 44-52 and 57-59 are rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of double patenting over claims 1-15 of U. S. Patent No. 6,338,129 since the 
claims, if allowed, would improperly extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the 
patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming 
common subject matter, as follows: an array processor having clusters of processing 
elements connected by cluster switches in torus manner. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of 
the application which matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 
USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). See also MPEP § 804. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

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Claims 1, 44-52 and 57-59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly 
anticipated by Applicants' admitted prior art. 

The 
drawings show an array processor having a plurality of processing elements arranged in 
clusters and interconnected by cluster switches in torus direction. 

Claims 1 , 44-52 and 57-59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Barker (USP 5,717,943).
